The  campus  is  located  on  seventy- 
five  wooded  acres  on  the  highest  hill- 
top in  the  District  of  Columbia  at 
Massachusetts  and  Nebraska  Ave- 
nues.

Method  oj  Admission — Admission 
to  undergraduate  standing  in  the  Col- 


lege of  Arts  and  Sciences  may  be  ob- 
tained in  the  following  ways: 

1.  By  Certificate  from  accredited 
secondary  schools, 

2.  By  Transcript  of  studies  success- 
fully pursued  in  another  institu- 
tion of  higher  learning, 

3.  By  examination. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    ADMISSION 

By  Certificate — Applicants  who 
come  directly  from  accredited  sec- 
ondary schools  may  be  admitted  on 
presentation  of  Certificate  of  gradu- 
ation. A  graduate  of  an  accredited 
secondary  school  may  be  admitted  if 
such  student  has  completed  a  mini- 
mum of  fifteen  units  of  work,  of  which 
at  least  twelve  must  be  for  academic 
subjects  such  as  English,  foreign  lan- 
guages, mathematics,  natural  sciences, 
and  social  sciences.  The  other  three 
units  may  be  for  any  subjects  in  the 
regular  secondary  school  course  of 
study.  The  Committee  on  Admissions 
accepts  an  applicant  whose  transcript 
of  record  indicates  that  he  is  capable 
of  superior  academic  performance. 

By  Transcript — Applicants  from 
accredited  junior  colleges,  colleges, 
state  teachers  colleges,  and  universi- 
ties will  be  admitted  to  this  College 
if  they  pursued  college  courses  equiv- 
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alent  to  those  of  the  College  with  an 
average  standing  of  at  least  C,  and  if 
they  have  been  granted  an  honorable 
dismissal  from  former  institutions. 

A  student  who  has  attended  another 
institution  of  higher  learning  must 
present  a  complete  transcript  of  his 
secondary-school  and  college  record. 
A  student  entering  with  advanced 
standing  must  meet  the  specific  grad- 
uation requirements  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences.  This  includes  the 
residence  requirement  of  a  minimum 
of  thirty  semester  hours  of  work  satis- 
factorily passed. 

VETERANS 

The  academic  program  of  the  Col- 
lege is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of 
service  men  and  women  who  return 
from  the  armed  forces  to  complete 
their  formal  education. 

Procedure  under  Public  Law  3£6 — 
Any  person  who  has  served  in  active 
military  or  naval  service  since  Sep- 
tember 16,  1940  for  a  period  of  ninety 
days  or  more  and  has  been  discharged 
or  released  from  service  under  honor- 
able conditions  is  entitled  to  one  cal- 
endar year  of  fulltime  study  or  its 
equivalent  in  parttime  study.  A  vet- 
eran is  entitled  to  as  many  additional 
months  of  education  as  he  has  spent 
in  service.  The  veteran  receives  the 
cost  of  his  tuition,  fees,  books,  and 
supplies  for  the  regular  college  year 
up  to  $500  and,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Veterans'  Administrator,  sub- 
sistence of  $50  a  month  if  he  has  no 
dependents  and  $75  if  he  has  depend- 
ents. 


Entitlement  Certification — A  vet- 
eran may  enter  the  College  by  pre- 
senting to  the  Dean  an  official  letter 
of  entitlement  from  the  Veterans' 
Administrator. 

The  Dean  of  the  College  will  be 
pleased  to  send  to  any  service  man 
or  woman  or  parents  a  copy  of  the 
University  publication  "Information 
for  Veterans  Planning  to  Enter  The 
American  University." 

Advanced  Standing  for  Veterans — 
The  College  considers  the  application 
of  each  veteran  as  an  individual  case. 
Advanced  standing  is  evaluated  by  a 
series  of  tests,  competence  profiles, 
and  translation  of  training  and  service 
experience  into  semester-hour  units  on 
the  basis  of  a  standard  table  devel- 
oped by  regional  accrediting  agencies 
for  the  use  of  registrars. 

RESIDENCE 

During  the  academic  year  1945- 
1946  students  reside  in  the  Mary 
Graydon  Hall  or  Hamilton  House. 
Application  for  residence  accommo- 
dation is  made  to  the  Bursar.  A  room 
deposit  of  $10  must  accompany  the 
request  for  room  reservation. 

Rooms  in  Mary  Graydon  Hall  are 
single  and  double.  Almost  every 
room  is  supplied  with  hot  and  cold 
running  water,  each  is  furnished  with 
single  bed  or  cot,  pillows,  dressers, 
study  table  and  chair  and  Venetian 
blinds.  The  College  supplies  blankets, 
sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels,  and  pro- 
vides the  laundry  service  for  linens. 
Students  are  expected  to  provide 
study  lamps,  waste  baskets,  hangers, 
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scatter  rugs,  and  such  easy  chairs  as 
they  may  wish. 

The  College  provides  maid  service 
in  residence  halls,  which  are  in  charge 
of  the  University  housekeeper,  but 
students  are  expected  to  make  their 
own  beds. 

The  residence  halls  are  supervised 

by  the  Dean  of  Women.     Each  hall 

is   directly   in   charge   of   a   carefully 

selected  head  resident  who  is  assisted 

by    graduate    students    who    act    as 

counselors. 

DESK  DUTY 

Each  student  in  residence  is  re- 
quired to  perform  a  certain  amount 
of  desk  duty  in  the  residence  halls. 
This  obligation  amounts  to  about  two 
hours  a  month. 

THE  DINING  ROOM 
Students    in    residence    take    their 
meals  in  the  dining  room  located  in 
the  Women's  Residence  Hall. 

STUDENT  HEALTH 

Recognizing  the  strenuous  character 
of  the  curricular  and  extracurricular 
program,  the  College  maintains  a 
health  service  directed  by  a  physician 
and  two  resident  nurses.  Continued 
evaluation  is  made  of  each  student's 
physical  condition.  Adequate  infir- 
mary rooms  are  provided. 

CHAPEL 

Chapel  is  held  in  Metropolitan  Me- 
morial Church  on  Thursday  at  11:20 
a.  m.  Attendance  of  all  students  is 
required.

THE  COST  OF  THE  ACADEMIC 
YEAR 

Tuition — The  regular  tuition  for 
students  registered  for  fulltime  work 
of  twelve  to  seventeen  hours  is  $370, 
payable  in  advance  $190  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fall  semester  and  $180 
at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  semes- 
ter. This  sum  includes  a  registration 
fee,  fees  for  library,  health  service, 
laboratory  supplies,  student  activities, 
orientation  fees,  and  admission  to  the 
University  events  held  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  College.  There  are  no 
other  general  fees.  The  registration 
and  student  activities  fees  are  not  re- 
fundable. 
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Credit-Hour  Fees — Students  carry- 
ing less  than  twelve  academic  hours 
pay  fees  of  $10  a  credit  hour.  Stu- 
dents carrying  more  than  seventeen 
hours  a  semester  pay  an  additional 
fee  of  $10  for  each  credit  hour  above 
seventeen.  The  fee  for  courses  in 
creative  art  and  design  are  $15  a 
credit  hour  plus  a  laboratory  fee  as- 
sessed by  the  instructor. 

Health  Fee — A  student  enrolled  for 
less  than  twelve  semester  hours  may 
take  advantage  of  the  Health  Service 
by  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $5  a 
semester. 

Student  Activities — A  student  car- 
rying less  than  twelve  semester  hours 
may  pay  the  student  activities  fee  of 
$15,  of  which  $8  is  due  the  first  semes- 
ter and  $7  the  second  semester,  and 
be  entitled  to  the  social  privileges 
which  fulltime  students  enjoy. 

Chemistry  Breakage  Deposit — A 
student  enrolled  in  chemistry  is  re- 
quired to  pay  a  deposit  of  $5  a  lab- 
oratory course  to  cover  the  cost  of 
breakage  of  apparatus;  whatever  is 
left,  after  deduction  for  breakage  has 
been  made,  is  returned  to  the  student.
